DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. . The amendment filed on February 16, 2006 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) 
because it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material 
which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: As in Claims 1-5, a baffle cylinder 
having an internal surface with slits extending toward, but not to, a central axis. The original 
disclosure is that the slits extend in a direction at an angle to an axis extending along the 
cylindrical casing. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 3-5 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of Claim 

2. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content that they 
both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one 
claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP 

§ 706.03(k). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Amended Claims 1-5 disclose a baffle cylinder having an internal surface 
with slits extending toward, but not to, a central axis which is new matter. The original 
disclosure supports slits that extend in a direction at an angle to an axis extending,along the 
cylindrical casing. 

6. Claims 2-5, 9, and 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission amounting to 
a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted 
structural cooperative relationships are: between the module and the end portions. It is unclear 
at which "end portion" of what element that inlet port and outlet port are located on line 3 of each 
of claims 2-5. It is suggested that the "cylinder end portions" in claims 2-5 be changed to "end 
portions of the cylindrical casing". 

Claims 9 and 11-12 recite the limitation "the treating liquid" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim when the claims are dependent on Claim 1.
